“We have to do everything so that 
the reform process can go forward 
with the peaceful means that have 
characterized it to date, to keep it 
from resulting in occurrences resem- 
bling civil war.” 

Hundreds of thousands of East 
Germans took to the streets Monday 
to step up pressure against the Com- 
munists, with protesters at the 
secret police building also breaking 
into the counterespionage area. 

The conservative Die Welt daily 
newspaper said in Bonn that Soviet 
President Mikhail S. Gorbachev was

expected in East Berlin in two or 
three weeks. It said Gorbachev, 
himself the target of domestic un- 
rest, plans a “massive show of sup- 
port” for his longtime friend Mod- 
row. 

East Germany’s sprawling secret 
police headquarters in East Berlin 
on Tuesday remained under control 
of a “citizens’ committee,” regular 
police and government representa- 
tives after Monday night’s rampage. 

East Berlin prosecutor Gerhard 
Krueger said he was assigned by the 
nation’s top law enforcement official 
to investigate the most serious inci- 
dents during the storming. 

Krueger said possible charges in- 
cluded hooliganism, theft, trespass 
and serious damage to property. He 
said the government was trying to 
enlist opposition groups in “close co- 
operation” to track down suspects. 

The government has pledged to 
dismantle the secret police, but op- 
position leaders still express doubt it 
will follow through. 

Many protesters Monday night 
looted the building, carrying away 
clothing, wine and equipment. 

Some also broke into the section 
for counterespionage activities, but 
did not succeed in discovering the 
identities of the section’s workers, 
Winderlich said. 

He put the number of people who 
stormed the complex at 50,000 and 
estimated damage in the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

The morning after the rampage, 
East Germans staged “spontaneous 
work stoppages” in several East 
German cities, West Germany’s 
ZDF-TV network reported. East 
Germany’s state television also re- 
ported warning strikes. 

ZDF showed film of a public trans- 


port walkout in Gera, a city about 


110 miles south of East Berlin. 
Workers at a state-owned factory in 
the southern city also reportedly 
staged a six-hour strike.

“We, the members of this Court, 
are proud of the institution whose two 
hundredth birthday we celebrate, 
proud of what it has meant and what it 
has done for our country and its peo- 
ple,” BYU President Rex E. Lee said 
when he spoke at the 200th anniver- 
sary celebration of the U.S. Supreme 
Court Tuesday in Washington D.C. 

President Lee represented the 
Supreme Court bar. 

“We are proud of the contribution 
that the members of the bar have 
made to the Court and its accomplish- 
ments over its two-hundred-year his- 
tory,” he said. 

President Lee mentioned some im- 
portant people in the history of the 
Court. “Representing the two sides in 
the oral argument in ‘McCulloch v. 
Maryland’ was perhaps the greatest 
collection of prominent advocates in 
the history of this Court’s bar,” he 
said. 


Arguing for McCulloch were 
William Pinkney, William Wirt and 
Daniel Webster. Representing Mary- 
land were. Luther Martin, Joseph 
Hopkinson and Walter Jones, The en- 
tire argument lasted nine days, Presi- 
dent Lee said, 

Pinkney’s argument alone lasted 
for three full days. “Those were the 
days when there were no questions; 
both the commentators and the advo- 
cates themselves referred to their ar- 
guments as speeches, which they 
would rehearse for days,” President 
Lee said. 

“Daniel Webster won slightly less 
than half of his cases, but probably 
had more influence on the Court and 
its work than any nineteenth century 
advocate — perhaps the greatest in- 
fluence of any advocate in the Court’s 
history,” he said. 

Walter Jones holds the record for 
the number of oral arguments with 
317. 

Daniel Webster is in second place, 
John W. Davis is third and Erwin 


Griswold holds fourth, President Lee 
said. 

“As officers of the Court, we are 
charged not only with the responsibil- 
ity of vigorously representing our 
clients,” President Lee said, “but also 
assuring that our representation: is 
objective, fair, even-handed and con- 
tributory to the Court’s performance 
of its duties.” 

“We are mindful of the institution 
before which we practice, and the role 
that it has played from 1790 to 1990 in 
securing individual rights and provid- 
ing a stable government,” he said. 
“We are pleased to offer our continu- 
ing services as we enter the Court’s 
third century.” 

Also speaking at the Court anniver- 
sary celebration were Chief Justice 
Rehnquist, representing the 
Supreme Court; retired Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger, chairman of the 
Bicentennial Commission, represent- 
ing the commission, and U.S. Solici- 
tor General Kenneth W. Starr, repre- 
senting the Department of Justice. 


King left legacy, says speaker

Almost everyone has a dream of 
leaving behind a legacy to provide a 
beacon of light for present and future 
generations to follow, said a former 
president of the NAACP. 

Margaret Bush Wilson said Martin 
Luther King Jr. has left a legacy of 
milestones and markers for others to 
see and appreciate his accomplish- 
ments. 

Wilson spoke to a group of law stu- 
dents Tuesday at the J. Reuben Clark 
Law Building at BYU. King was a 
quiet, reflective man. He was at a 
higher level of detachment, meaning 
he thought through his actions, 
Wilson said. 

King might have known the road he 
was following would lead to his death, 
but he thought through what he was 
doing and made the choices necessary 
to accomplish his goals, she said. 

At the time Rosa Parks was about 
to step into the pages of history by 
refusing to yield her seat on a bus toa 
white man, King was acting as a visit- 
ing minister in Montgomery, Ala., 
Wilson said. 

When the uprising over Parks took 
place, the ministers of Alabama gath- 
ered to organize a program to help 
their people, she said. 

King was the first minister to have 
the courage to sign his name to the 
pamphlet the group was printing. 
King became the leader of the Mont- 
gomery Improvement Association, 
she said. 

A small group of women banded 
together to encourage a one-day boy- 
cott of the bus system after Rosa 
Parks was asked to give her seat to a 
white person. The group joined with 
the ministers and the Montgomery 
Improvement Association soon cap- 
tured the attention of the nation.

in ozone destruction

SALT LAKE CITY — Four Utah 
firms were among the nation’s top 
emitters of ozone-destroying chemi- 
cals in 1987, pumping more than one 
million pounds of pollutants into the 
state’s atmosphere, an environmental 
group contends. 

In a report issued Tuesday, the 
Natural Resources Defense Council 
named the nation’s 3,014 largest emit- 
ters of methyl chloroform, carbon te- 
trachloride and chlorofluorocarbon- 
113 in an effort to pressure companies 
to stop using the materials. 

Methyl] chloroform and carbon te- 
trachloride are “powerful ozone de- 
stroyers almost unknown to the gen- 
eral public,” said David Doniger, 
director of NRDC’s Ozone Protection 
Project. “They are responsible for 
about one third of current damage to 
the ozone layer, yet they are com- 
pletely unregulated.” 

Utah ranked 22nd in the nation for 
releases of methyl chloroform with 
2,057,927 pounds emitted, and 37th in 
releases of CFC-113 with 354,802 
pounds. 

The state had no emissions of car- 
bon tetrachloride, according to the 
NRDC. : 

Of the total 2,412,729 pounds re- 
leased in Utah, Hercules Inc., 
Thiokol Corp., Unisys and Varian EI- 
MAC were responsible for 1,503,686 
pounds, the NRDC said. 

Methyl chloroform and CFC-113 
are widely used as metal-cleaning sol- 


vents in the aerospace, computer and 
electronics industries. Carbon tetra- 
chloride is primarily used for manu- 
facture of chlorofluorocarbons. 

The three chemicals currently ac- 
count for 37 percent of the chlorine 
attacking the atmospheric ozone 
layer, the NRDC said. 

Hercules was listed in the NRDC 
report as the nation’s 13th top emitter 
of methyl chloroform, — releasing 
893,000 pounds of the chemical in 
1987, the last year for which complete 
figures were available. 

Thiokol’s Clearfield plant was 
ranked 65th for methyl chloroform 
emissions with 379,000 pounds, and 
Unisys in Salt Lake City was 186th 
with 153,886 pounds, according to the 
report. 

EIMAC of Salt Lake City was the 
only Utah company listed as an emit- 
ter of CFC-113, releasing 77,800 
pounds for a ranking of 168th nation- 
wide. 

The data was compiled through 
statistics the companies themselves 
submit to the government. 

But a spokesman for Hercules 
charged that the latest report con- 
tains old information that is being re- 
cycled to the public by the NRDC. 

“These are the same numbers that 
the NRDC has released now on nu- 
merous occasions, and it’s unfortu- 
nate that they continue to beat the 
same issue when we’ve addressed this 
before,” said Dave Nicponski, man- 
ager of government affairs for Her- 
cules. 


Gas pipeline to be built 


81-mile connector must meet strict rules

Construction on an81-mile natural 
gas pipeline fiom Clay Basin to Bo- 
nanza will begin in Utah in February. 

The $19.7 million Questar pipeline 
will connect Questar’s northern and 
southern gas transmission systems, 
said Susan Glasmann, spokeswoman 
for Questar. 

The northern system includes natu- 
ral gas-producing areas in northwest- 
ern Colorado and southwestern Wyo- 
ming connected to a distribution 
system operated by Mountain Fuel 
Supply Co. at the northern Utah cit- 
ies of Hyrum, Sunset, Centerville and 
Sunnyside, said Glasmann. 

The southern system includes ar- 
eas of western Colorado and central 
Utah ending at a distribution system 
at Payson and Indianola. 

Glasmann said the new pipeline will 
serve many purposes. First, it will 
help Questar better manage its 
present pipeline system so Questar 
and Mountain Fuel can provide better 
service to their customers, Glasmann 
said. 

The new pipeline will also connect 


with other interstate pipelines in Wy- 
oming and provide future connections 
in southern Utah. It is as important 
for Questar to be connected to inter- 
state pipelines as it is for highways to 
connect our various cities, Glasmann 
said. 

The pipeline project has been under 
consideration for almost two years, 
said Scott Davis, supervisor of certifi- 
cates at Questar. 

After public hearings and exten- 
sive environmental assessments, ap- 
proval was obtained from the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission, said 

avis. 

However, Davis said the main gov- 
ernment agency overseeing the con- 
struction of the pipeline will be the 
Vernal office of the Bureau of Land 
Management, because most of the 
pipeline will run through public land. 

One environmental consideration 
that must be met is the crossing of the 
Green River near Jensen. 

Questar must ensure that construc- 
tion will not disturb the area fish habi- 
tat and seasonal raptor nesting, said 
Steve Cranney, regional non-game 
manager of the Interior Department 
of Bureau of Land Management.

Flint said the Salt Lake Olympic 
Bid Committee has not yet seen a 
direct infringement on their own 
trademarks. 

“To help solve the problem,” Flint 
said, “the committee has prepared a 
Fact Sheet that outlines how these 
Olympic and Bid-City logos and 
phrases can and cannot be used. 
We're anxious to help potential man- 
ufacturers and sellers to avoid costly 
and embarassing mistakes.” 

Each country that participates in 
the Olympics has a national Olympic 
committee. The marks used by those 
national committees are taken with 
permission from the International 
Olympic Committee (the IOC). The 
national committees are then under 
strict rules to not allow any organiza- 
tion use of those marks. 

In 1978 the United States Con- 
gress passed an act, called the Ama- 
teur Sports Act, for the purpose of 


Olympic Bid Committee also has 
trademarked symbols for their 
own use. Those marks include 
phrases such as, “The world is 
welcomed here,” and “America’s 
Winter Choice.” 

According to the Fact Sheet 
guidelines, to use an Olympic-re- 
lated symbol contained in the 
Amateur Sports Act, specific 
written permission must be ob- 
tained from the USOC. People 
are counseled to strictly avoid the 
use of the mentioned marks, sym- 
bols and phrases otherwise. 

The Committee has given an 
exclusive license to a Utah com- 
pany called Sports Venture to 
produce merchandise with com- 
mittee marks. 

According to the news release, 
Flint said the symbols are also 
available to major sponsors. Oth- 
ers who want to purchase or de- 
velop merchandise with commit- 
tee marks need to contact either 
Sports Venture or the committee 
directly. 
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Supreme Court to review abuse cases 


- WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court said Tuesday it will decide by July 
whether people charged with child abuse have the right to at least one 
face-to-face meeting with their young accusers Thejustices agreed to review 
eases from Maryland and Idaho. 

_ Many states in recent years have taken steps to protect young crime 
victims, such as allowing a child to testify by closed-circuit television. 

The court’s decision could spell out what steps are necessary to meet the 
constitutional requirement that “in all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall 
enjoy the right .:. to be confronted with the witnesses against him.” 

Maryland Attorney General Joseph Curran said, “This is a crucial case for 
the protection of the most vulnerable of victims: our children.” 

“We want the Supreme Court to recognize that children who have been 
traumatized by child abuse should not be forced to submit to additional 
traumatization by having to come face-to-face with their alleged assailants in 
open court,” Curran said. 

The court’s review of the two child-abuse cases marks its second venture 
into that area of the law within the past two years. The court in 1988 struck 
down an Iowa man’s sexual-assault conviction because two 13-year-old girls 
were allowed to testify while protected by a large screen placed in the court- 


‘room between them and him. But that ruling appeared to leave a question 


whether there may be exception to the face-to-face requirement.

Ancestors 
need love, 
archivist says.

Learning about one’s ancestors fos- 
ters a kinship and love toward them, 
said a BYU archivist. 

“When you turn your heart to 
someone, you turn your love to them 
and this comes by knowing about 
them,” said Dennis Rowely on Sun- 
day in a conference about family his- 
tory.“People are where records come 
from. The more we know about our 
ancestors, the greater our love will be 
toward them.” 

The BYU Department of Archives 
and Manuscripts is helping to foster a 
“turning of the hearts of the fathers to 
their children,” Rowely said. 

“Our ancestors need to be loved, to 
be remembered, and we need to 
search for that material that touches 
hearts,” he said. 

Rowely said personal diaries and 
other written documents can be very 
valuable in researching ancestors. 

“Often times family relationships 
can be found within such journals and 
diaries,” he said. “Even recordings of 
family trees have been found by an 
ancestor who just liked to keep 
records.” 

Rowely said along with names and 


»- datessiinteresting-faets such as per- 


sonal relationships, missionary com- 
panions, baptism certificates and con- 
firmations are often found within 
journals. 

Although dates and figures are es- 
sential for genealogy records, the real 
joy comes from knowing who these 
people were, Rowely said. As the re- 
searcher discovers his ancestor’s per- 
sonal character and lifestyle, the per- 
son becomes more meaningful. 

Rowely said one of the most impor- 
tant things we can do in preserving 
our family heritage is to make photo- 
copies of our ancestor’s personal his- 
tories in case any thing happens to the 
original. 

“If your ancestors don’t have all the 
information you want on them, then 
look for friends they had who might,” 
Rowely said. Searching through 
archives also provides valuable infor- 
mation, he said. 

“No record is always complete. 
With greater records come greater 
resources and avenues to do geneal- 
ogy.” 

BYU’s University Archives offers 
a vast reserve of photos and oral his- 
tories, both of which help the re- 
searcher develop a fondness for their 
ancestors, Rowely said. 

The University Archives also pos- 
sesses records of BYU students over 
the last 100 years, including LDS 
Church positions they have held, a 
listing of their parents and what 
books they have read, he said. 

Rowely said the real tragedy in 
manuscripts and archives is the lack 
of use. If people knew exactly what 
the BYU archives could offer them, 
they would be more prone to use it, he 
said. 

According to Rowely, BYU has 
over 6,000 personal collections com- 
prised of several million personal 
items.
